WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—Senator Cam- 
eron (Rep., Pennsylvania) to-day intro- 
duced the following resolution: 

“Resolved, By the Senate and House of 
Representatives, that .the independence of 
the Republic of Cuba’ be and the same is 
hereby acknowledged by the United States 
of America. , 

‘Resolved, That the United States shouid 
use its friendly offices with the® Govern- 
ment of Spain to bring. to a. closé the war 
between Spain aria Cuba.”’ 

Mr. Milx«'(Dem., Texas) 
Cameron resdlution at once with 
lowing resolution: 

‘Joint resolution directing the President 
of the United States to take possession of 
the Island of ‘Cuba and bold unti}, its 
inhabitants can institute such Governme)nt 
as they may wish and organize and arm 
such forces as may be necessary to pro- 
tect them against invasion. 

“Resolved. eté.. “That the’ President’ of 
the United States fs Hereby directed to take 
pdosseasion of the Island of Cuba with the 
military and naval, forees of the United 
States and hold thé same until the people 
of Cuba’ can ‘organize a government deriv- 
‘ng its powers from the consent of ¢he 
governed and arm.and equip such military 
and naval forcet ws may be necessary fo 
secure them against foreign 4nvasion.” 

The Mills resolution was referred to the 
Foreign Relations Committee.

Mr. John Francis has 
ust returned from a trip over Nebraska 
and Kansas, where he has established 
model farms at Oberlin, Kah., and at Mc- 
Cook, Holdredge, Alma and Broken Bow, 


Something was dohe in this line by the 
company last year and with immensely sat- 
isfactory results. The farms consist of 
forty acres in each station, under the imme- 
diate supervision of a practical and tried 
farmer of the neighborhood. Each farm 
will be visited frequently: by one of the 
learned seepe of professors under Prof. 
Campbell, allof whom are skilled in the new 
method. 

Nebraska and Kansas farm staples—corn, 
wheat, rye, oats and potatoes—will be 
produced. The farming at the experimental] 
stations is conducted primarily on the the- 
ory that the rainfall of the West is ample 
for all practical farming purposes, but that, 
owing to capillary attraction, the moisture 
escapes from the earth before it performs 
its —— and desired functions.

There is much comment upon the large 
vote polleds at. the. late election. The 
total is 13,897,782 votes, against 13,059,351 
polled in 1892, an increase of 1,838,431. 

Here is an increasé of nearly’ two 
million. votes in four years, At that rate 
of increase in population, calculated upon 
the basis usually employed, the country 
will gain nearly. 25,000,000 inhabitants: in 
this decade. “But buch @ conclusion can-' 
not be entertained for a moment. We 
gained but little more than 12,000,000. in 
the ten years from 1880 to 1890, and the 
rate of our growth was faster then than : 
it is now. 

The statisticians are confessing with 
surprise that there had been, for some’ 
years previous to this election, an un- 
voted voté in this country.

General Manager Durant said Wednesday 
that the establishment of the new offices 
would greatly increase the company’s facil- 
ities in the South End. “We will,’”’ he said, 
‘open two branch offices, one in Carondelet 
and one at Pleventh and Sidney . streets. 
The Carondelet office will be comparatively 
small, having a capacity of only 150 sub- 
ecribers. The Sidney street office will have 
a capacity of 2,000 subscribers, but only 350 
will be put on the circuit at first. The new 
Central office will take care of all the busi- 
ness south of Park ayenue. The main fea- 
ture of the equipment of the new office will 
he the installation of metallic circuit switch 
boards.

Morrison recently resigned as a sub-let- 
ter carrier, having served over two years 
in that capacity, under conditions that 
would discourage almost an man.

They make but 8 cents-on each special de- 
livery and they pay their own car fare. The 
Government does not allow them to make 
over $30 a mouth at this work. 

At present there are 392 regulars and fifty 
subs. All the subs must report daily. Some- 
times only one will go to work. Sometimes 
there may. be twenty or thirty or even more, 
It depends upon circumstances. 

At the end of more than two years’ serv- 
ice, Morrison found that he had only ad- 
vanced ten numbers on the list from which 
the regulars are chosen. He threw up his 
hands and resigned. He says that if young 
men only knew the difficulties in their way 
they would prefer pot to ttry and be letter 
carriers. 

In speaking of this condition 
ent of City Delivery Hyde gaid 

“I know that it is hard for the sub-car- 
riers to make a living, but there are many 
who are willing to worry along in the hope 
of promotion. The Postmaster tries to make 
it as easy as possible. If a man gets a 
chance to do any other work for a day or 
a week he is always let off. If we had a 
smaller number of subs they would make 
more «money, of,course, but it has been 
found by experietice that the present num- 
ber is necessary..Bome of them report here 
and others at sub-dtat'ons. There !s no 
way of telling Just how matiy we mey neei 
and the Postmaster is allowed the authority 
to appoint as many from the classified 
civil service list as he deems wise.

St. Louis Inventor Says It Will Stop a 
Car Instantly.

The brake its the invention of a St. Louis 
man, J. A. McGrath. He has been work- 
ing on his idea for seven years. He calls 
the contrivance the “McGrath Tension and 
Track Car Brake.”’ 

The brake differs from the ordinary vari- 
ety in that the pressure is brought to bear 
on top of the wheel. The same mechanism 
that brings the shoe down on the wheel 
releases a clamp which grips the rail just 
in front of the wheel. 

Mr.’ McGrath claims that with his >orake 
the car can be stopped instantly on any 


grade, no matter how wet or slippery the 
track. He says that with the system of 
arias used it is possible for the motor- 
man by simply turning a controller to put 
4,000 pounds pressure on é¢ach wheel. 

The Union Depot company wil give the 
brake a trial in a féw days. 

The brake has never been used on elect#ic 
cars, though Mr. McGrath says one of the 
steam terminal lines in Kansas City is using 
it without his permission.

- MUST BE PURE 


INSPECTORS WILL WATCH THE 
‘SHOPMEN WHO SELL IT. 


TESTS WILL BE MADE DAILY. 


Dealers and Customers Alike Invited 
to Bring Milk to the City 
Hall for Examination. 


Dr. Howard Carter, the Milk Inspector, 
has determined to. confine his work chiefly 
to the tenement districts. His assistant, 
Der. George B. Sheridan, will be stationed 
there, and, instead of gathering up samples 
at random, they will mostly be obtained 
from wagons and stores patronized by the 
very poor. Ags these are most often imposed 
upon, Dr. Carter is determined to give them 
the greatest possible protection. Ile believes 
that a rigid supervision of the milk trade 
among the poor will Jiminish disease and 
lessen the morfality among children next 
summer. 

The apparatus of the department is now 


complete and samples are beirg tested dailv. 
The use of adulterants and water is not 
papested ag often as just plain dirt. 
fa dozen samples Lrought tn Tuesday, 
all contained. more or less foreign 
substance. After settling for a shart, time 
every one showed a deposit clearly percer- 
Kach contained 
enough dirt to harbor billions of bac:eria. 

The r often finds dealers who are 
Imposed on by the dairyman. In such vases 
he is notified that the milk is not up 
to the standard and given a chance to get 
an improvement by buying from another 
dairyman or otherwise. If the dealer fails 
to do so, his name gves up on the ‘doctor's 
blackboard and the newspapers tell every- 
body that he is handling impure milk. 

Under the present limp ordinance, public- 
ity ts the inspector’s most.effective weapon, 
but urlder the one which it is hoped will be 
passed soon, he will be enabled to get con- 
yoke and have adequate punishment in- 

Cc . 

Dr. Carter is anxious to have the public un- 
derstand that his department is ready at all 
times to make analyses of milx, thus afford- 
ing protection from fraud and imposition. 
There are no fees charged for the work. 

Persons who have reason to suspect the

Union Carpenters Say He Has, Been 
Guilty of Underhand Dealing 
in Wage Matters. 


School Director H. C. Koenig is to be in- 


vestigated. 

Formal charges were made against him 
at Tuesday’s meeting of the School Board by 
Bernard Huelemann, whose charges also 
were directed against Contractor Alex Wat- 
ers, Koenig’s brother-in-law. 

The charges were in the shape of an.affi- 
davit presented -by Huelsmann, setting 
forth the facts already published in the 
Post-Dispatch concerning Huelsmann’s em- 
ployment on school work by Koenig at 20 
cents an hour and the collection of 40 cents 
an hour from the board by Contractor Alex 
Waters for Huelemann’s work. 

This called forth a tirade from Koe- 
nig, who made his promised assault on mem- 
hers of the Civic Federation and others. 

A committee having been ordered ap- 
pointed to investigate Koenig and Waters, 
a lull was occasioned by the presentation 
of Attorney Stark’s semi-annual report de 
tailing the Berry injunction litigation and 
declaring it unwarranted and the werk of 
“an officious meddler.”’ 

The storm broke forth anew, precipitated 
by the report of the Building Committee,

LANGUAGE IS VERY PLAIN. 


City Counsellor Marshall Trying to 
Find Some Qualifying Sentences 
in Other Sections. 


With the public hearing on the conduit 
matter out of the way, the Board of FPub- 
lic Improvements is taking a little rest on 
its oars. It can do nothing more until 
the opinion of City Counsellor Marshall 
has been obtained on the legal standing 
of the applications of the companies. 

It is the usual practice to obtain the 
sanction of the legal department before 
proceeding in matters of such importance 
whether or not there is reason for a be- 
lief that all is not in regular form, but 
in this instance there is parjicular occa-

It has been discovered that a clause in the 
ordinance is so worded as to debar, ifdnmter- 
preted literally, all the new com 
which nevensueen info -exsnehon Ek 
the past ays, from conduit 4. 
The clause octurs in section goth, which 
reads in rt as follows: 

“The rd of Public Improvements is 
hereby authorized and directed to grant. per- 
mits to construct, alter or repair conduits, 
ducts, manholea and other appurtenances 
under the surfate of any street, alley or 
public place within the city of St. Louls 
and to string wires, tubes and cables therein 
for conducting or transmitting electricity 
under the terms and in accordance with the 
provisions of this chapter, to any rson 
or persons, corporations or associations 
furnishing or using electricity for pubie 
use, on compliance by such person, per- 
| sens, corporation or association with the 
terms and conditions of this article.” 

Bight of the seventeen com ies which 
have applied for conduit privileges are not 
furnishing or using electricity for public 
use, o1 any other use. Some of them are 
speculative companies, and some of them 
have been formed in good faith, with the 
intention of “furnishing or using electricity 
for public use.”’
